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Englishmen who have been in North- 
ern Nigeria since the British protes- 
torate was established now recall the 
predicament Occasionally heard among 
the natives; that after five years of 
rule the white men would be swept 
away and not atrace of their occupa- 
tion remain. That this tradition had 


in it elements of possibility will not be 
denied when one learns that the popu- 
lation to the HausaStates alone num- 
bers about 30,000,000, and that the 
Hausas are but a portion of the Ni- 
gerian peoples. When the Mahdi arose 
and made his appeal to the religious 
feelings of the people he was disap- 
pointed at the answer, for ‘while sev- 
eral thousands fell in behind him, the 
black millions remained indifferent or 
hostile. Religiously they considered 
him a heretic, politically an anarchist. 
To the Emir of okota,*who is also the 
head of the Mohammiedan church in 
the Western Soudan, they looked for 
leading in matters concerning the faith, 
and the Emir’s satisfaction with Bri- 
tish rule was well known to them all. 
Nevertheless the Mahdi and his follow- 
ers declared for war, and first attacked 
and destroyed a French port. Then 
they crossed into British territory, and 
there, as the dispatches tell us, met 
their fate. 

Speaking of some of the reasons that 
made the Mahdi’s rising a forlorn hope, 
the London Times says:
